OF THE MURDERED AGENT HELD 


WEDNESDAY. 


Leroy.F. Tcnney Receives Letter Giv- 


ing Further Details of Sunday 


Night's Crime. 


The funeral of the late Marcim N. 


Hoy, who was murdered at Thornport, 
will be I1 eld at the G^'man Reformed 
.church at Thornvilie, Wednesday at 


J2 o'clock. The burial will take oloco 
at St. Paul's cemetery at Glefiford. 


Mr. Leroy F. Tenhey, of the firm of 


Tenney & Morgan,, received a business 
letter from the firm's agent at Thoru- 
ville which concludes with the follow- 
ing description of the circumstances 
surrounding Ihe murder of M. N. Hoy, 
the Zanrsville and Western agent on 
Funday night: 


"Hoy left his office at 6:30 for Mrs. 


Jesse Noel's barn to get his horse to 
drive home. At 6:45 he returned to 
tlie depot hatless and 
covered^ with 


Mood from two wounds, one on each 
side of his iiead toward the top, frac- 
turing'his skull down to his eyes. He 
was discovered by the night operator 
wandering 
around in front of the 


depot. He assisted him into the of- 
fice au/i while holding him with one 
Tianrt he telephoned and telegraphed 
lor hels with the t-ther. Hoy at this 
t 
lime never spcVke a word. The ope- 
rator at central, knowing tfiat Hoy 
and I were friends, telephoned me to 
go to Thornport aotl assist in caring 
for him 
I went at once and upon 


arriving a horrible sight met my eyes. 
In Uie absence of doctors jwe did Ihe, 
best we could for him. At li o'clock' 
the doctors advised moving him home, 
which v/e did. 


A special train brought . surgeons 


from Zanesville who removed a part 
of the skull, but he never rallied, and 
died at 7:35 Monday morning. 


After the doctors arrived at the 


depot, four of us -went to the barn to 


e if he had been kicked by bis horse, 


but found he was hot. He Bad opened 
the shed door, placed his dinner buck- 
et in the back part of his buggy and 
tbat is as close to the horse a=; he 
went. His cap lay between the front 
-ind, rear wheel on the north side of' 
bis bugSYj. ad a pool of blood, marked 
the spot'where he fell;"directly back' 
of his buggyl. He ',evidently pulled 
himself up by"dinging to the hind 
wheel, as there was blood smeared all 


er it. His can was off his head be- 


fore he was assaulted, as there was 
no blooi. or marks on it 
A piece of 


railroad iron, was found near the rear 
wheel, which was-used in the 
fo'.il 


work. How he ever got from the barn 
to the depot, after being assaulted, is 
a mystery. It was a ghastly sight 
and he is a badly braised and d5s- 
colored corpse.' 


In his death we loose the best agent 


we ever had, and I will miss him 
greatly- There is no clow to the per- 
petrators of the crime, and while we 
vail offer a reward it is likely his 
murderer will never be known. But 
one thiKK is certain, it was done by 
one who Ijid a knowledge of the bam, 
and a knowledge of his habits.

Columbus, O.—(Special Correspon- 


dence.)—While the Ohio State Board 
of Agriculture is one of the most im- 
portant of the state departments, It is 
doubtful if the people generally have 
a fair idea of what is accomplished 
by this branch of the public service. 


If he who runs and reads were 


asked what were the functions of this 
department, nine answers out of ten 
would be: 
"Of course the agricul- 


tural department has something to do 
with the State fair." 


The annual report of the Ohio State 


Board of Agriculture which will be 
submitted to the coming legislature 
tells the story of the department bet- 
ter than any letter-press document. 
The report has been in the public 
printer's hands for some time, but 
owing to the great amount of state 
printing under one contract, the work 
has been delayed. 


The report shows the extent of the 


operations of the board, and until one 
peruses it be does not appreciate the 
wide activities of the department 
It 


shows in its detailed account of the 
business transactions 
just what the 


Agricultural Board does, not only for 
the farmer, but for every citizen of 
the state. 
The detailed account of 


the 
business transactions 
of 
the 


board give a fair idea of the magni- 
tude of the work. It covers the crop 
and live stock statistics as estimated 
by the Department of Agriculture, 
during the growing and harvest sea- 
sons; the agricultural statistics for 
the preceding year, as gathered by 
township assessors; comparative ta- 
bles of agricultural statistics; reports 
from county agricultural societies; re- 
port of the State Fair; report on com- 
mercial fertilizers sold In the state; 
proceedings of the annual meeting of 
the State Board of Agriculture; pro- 
ceedings of the annual State Farmers' 
Institute; report of the county far- 
mers' 
institutes, 
held under 
the 


auspice* of the State Board of Agri- 
culture; report of the division of nur- 
sery and orchard inspection; report 
of the state veterinarian, and as an 
appendix, the report of the State 
Horticultural Society. 


This annual volume contains more 


than a thousand pages of interesting 
matter, all pertaining to farm opera- 
tions and the distribution of the farm 
products, and which are valuable 
from an educational point, and aid 
greatly in sustaining and building up 
the agriculture of the state. 


CROP REPORTS. 


As to the crop and live stock esti- 


mates made by the department dur- 
ing the growing and harvest season, 
and sent out each month in special 
bulletins, it can be said that the esti- 
mates are based on information reg- 
ularly received from a corps of cor- 
respondents, composed of Intelligent 
farmers, one from each township of 
the state, and the results secured are 
but plain facts as they exist, from 
time to time,' uncolored In any way, 
or manipulated to serve any particu- 
lar purpose. This information Is fur- 
nished that farmers may draw their 
own conclusions as to underproduc- 
tion or overproduction, and determine 
which is best to do in reference to 
crops for the succeeding year. The 
department does not, and will not, at- 
tempt to predict possible rise or fall 
In prices, or advise the disposition of 
crops or live stock; these are matters 
wholly with 
the individual farmer, 


who is furnished with prompt infor- 
mation that places him on an equal 
footing with the manipulators at the 
great grain market centers. 


The crop statistics as collected by 


township assessors, and finally re- 
turned to the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, are for the preceding year, and 
while valuable as a matter of record 
and as a basis upon which to figure 
percentage estimates for the current 
year's crops, do not meet the purpose 
filled by the monthly reports made 
and promptly published by the de- 
partment. Tbe agricultural statistics 
as gathered by township assessors 
can only be published long after the 
crops have been sold. The monthly 
reports referred to give approximate- 
ly accurate estimates, before 
the 


crops are harvested or the live stock 
prepared for the markets: the differ- 
ence Jn value to the fanner 3s strong- 
ly apparent. 


Tfae collection, tabulation, compila- 


tion of results, publication and dis- 
tribution of the crop reports. Involve 
a great deal of careful work on the 
part of the Department of Agricul-1 
lure and some expense to the state. 
but the work !•? of such Importance 
!o the acriculttiTal Interests and to 
the people in general, that both work 
and expense are fully •warrantcfl. 
,

general assembly, 


early In the history of Ohio, wisely 
provided for this central body, and 
from It has sprung nearly every move 
that has given us our present ad- 
vanced condition In. the 'field of agri- 
cultural education and standing. Ohio 
Is a leader In many respects, and the 
work of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture stands out pre-eminent In con" 
trlbuting to her present greatness. 
COUNTY FARMERS' INSTITUTES. 


The law makes provffllon for tho 


holding of county farmers' Institutes, 
and delegates the 
management of 


them to the State Board of Agricul- 
ture. The annual report of the board 
contains many of the most valuable 
lectures delivered at the various In- 
stitutes, and other matter required by 
law to be published. This county 
farmers' institute feature of agricul- 
tural work in Ohio was inaugurated 
some years ago. Twenty-seven insti- 
tutes were arranged for, and at the 
close of the season, It had developed 
that the institute Idea was a most 
popular and valuable one, and urgent 
demands came from all parts of the 
state for their continuance and en- 
largement. It was not long until the 
general assembly of Ohio became Im- 
pressed with the importance of this 
institute work, recognizing, as it did, 
the effective means afforded for agri- 
cultural education to the mass of Ohio 
farmers and the consequent better- 
ment of agricultural conditions which 
was to the financial interest of the 
state. 
Consideration by the general 


assembly culminated In the law under 
which the institutes have for a num- 
ber of years been conducted. They 
increased rapidly in numbers and pop- 
ularity until the very limit of the 
means afforded Is now exhausted each 
year, but still the demands increase. 
At present about 260 can be provided 
for. 
In arranging for them a great 


amount of work is required of the de- 
partment, in order that justice may 
be done to each county of the state. 
Thirty-five lecturers are engaged by 
the board, gentlemen who are special- 
ists in certain lines of agricultural 
work. These lecturers are assigned, 
two to an institute, and sent out on 
the different circuits formed, to aid 
the local authorities and assist tfee 
local talent In conducting the insti- 
tute work. 
Ohio is doing more far- 


mers' institute work than any other 
state, and at a great deal less cost. 


In a subsequent article, the work of 


the State Board of Agriculture in con- 
nection with Ohio's annual State fair 
will be discussed, as welj as,| 
features of the board's duties.'

Columbus, O.—(Special Correspon- 


dence.)—In a .previpus discu&sion of 
the Ohio State Board of Agriculture 
n these columns, only a portion of 
tB.e important duties assigned to that 
department by the legislature were 
covered. One of the important func- 
ions, and the one with which the peo- 
ple are best acquainted, perhaps, is 
the annual State fair, which, has 
proven not only a financial success, 
aut an educational success as -well. 


The earliest institution for agricul- 


tural development was the Ohio State 


purchase fertilizers to enrleli their 
lands and. Increase their crops, but to 
the manufacturers of honest gWods. 
It Is mado a specific duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Board to conduct the 
•work of Inspection and analysis, and 
it Is no omall task to do the work 
•well, as It has been done. 


ORCHARD INSPECTION. 


At the session of the legislature for 


1901-2 a law was created providing for 
a division of nursery and orchard In- 
spection In the Department of Agri- 
culture, and such a division was es- 
tablished according to the provisions 
of the law. The purpose of this di- 
vision Is to regulate the sale of 
nursery Stock in order to prevent the 
dissemination of dangerously injur- 
ious insect pests and plant diseases 
and to provide for the control of such 
dangerous pests as may have become 
established in the orchards through- 
out the state. Many nurseries have 
been exarjlned and certificates of in- 
spection granted. The report contains 
a list of these nurseries and a detail- 
ed statement of the work that has

WITH THE LIVE STOCK. 


On May 1, 1902, by act of the gen- 


eral assembly the Ohio State Board 
of Agriculture constituted the Board 
oi Live Stock Commissioners, and the 
report of the commissioners is sub- 
mitted in the annual report. 


The purpose of the law is to guard 


against 
infectious and 
contagious 


diseases among live stock, and In 
case of outbreaks to prevent spread. 
Considerable authority is vested in 
the board and its veterinarian in the 
Way of examining premises, stock 
yards, cars, etc., and in establishing 
quarantine undef certain conditions^; 
also the destruction of diseased ani- 
mals. 
The board and its veterinarian have 


been, active in the discharge of their 
duties. Several outbreaks of disease 
have occurred, but prompt measures 
were taken,to suppress and prevent 
spread. 
Several quarantines 
were 


established as a, necessity in protect 
ing live stock, and many orders have 
been directed to snippers, to owners 
of stock yards and operators of rail- 
ways. 
The commission is

efTec-tire work to keep the live stock 
of the state clean of infectious an3 
contagious diseases and is in perfect 
accord with the Bur«iu of Animal In- 
dustry of ibe national government

Wagner's Opera as Viewed by 


a Musician and a Dramatist.

The following article in the New 


York Herald contains two impressions 
of the New York production of Wag- 
ner's opera "Parsifal" from the view- 
point of a musician and a dramatist. 


Walter Dainrosch, the musician, re- 


cords the production of "Parsifal" as. a 
bold and brave effort on the part of 
Mr. Corn-led and his company to achieve 
the impossible. 


"Wagner's 'last will and testament' 


bequeathing 'Parsifal' to Baireuth ex- 
clusively was uo idle whim, but in- 
spired by an absolute conviction, born 
of an intimate knowledge of operatic 
conditions, that this work was of a 
character so unique that a proper per- 
formance is almost impossible in a 
•cgular opera house and decidedly so 
during a regular opera season. 


"It would, therefore, be folly to crit- 


icise this performance on the lines laid 
down by Wagner, for, though Mr. Con- 
ried had spent money lavishly and had 
given the work a line cast of singers 
and more rehearsals than are usually 
vouchsafed a new production during 
an opera season, and though tbe per- 
formance moved briskly and almost 
glibly along, Wagner's good judgment 
was abundantly proved, and I cannot 
help but wish that Mr. Conried's fine 
energy aud desire to prove his mettle 
had expended itself on some work less 
exalted in character and in which so 
many fine points of art and morals 
were not at stake. 


"At Baireuth performances there •were 


imperfections—artists even there have 
been known to sing out of tune—but the 
theater is ideally planned, and artists 
and audiences alike are enabled to con- 
centrate themselves on the work, in- 
spired by the unique conditions sur- 
rounding them and undisturbed by the 
trivialities of ordinary life. 


"I cannot say that the performance 


reproduced on me the Baireuth im- 
pression of the beauty and solemnity of 
the various ceremonials of the Chris- 
tian church which are enacted and sym- 
bolized before us in the first and third 
acts. These scenes, which were so deep- 
ly moving and impressive in Baireuth. 
became dull and almost irreverent It 
was frankly 'operatic,' and the scenes 
might just as weft have been taken 
from some Masonic'ceremonial. In the 
main lines the 'stage business' was the 
same as in Baireuth, but the inner spir- 
it was often wanting. 


"Whether it was the trivial manner 


in which the Holy Grail was uncovered 
or the slouchy way in which the 
knights of the Grail walked or fussed 
with their cloaks or the garish lighting 
of the Hall of the Grail, there was but 
little illusion and none of the mysticism 
•which should envelop these scenes as 
with a holy mantle. It was heavily 
borne In upon me that a performance 
of an art work dealing directly with 
things and symbols most sacred should 
either leave the whole stage parapher- 
nalia to the imagination or by incessant r 
rehearsals and discipline succeed in pro- 
ducing a perfect stage illusion. There 
should be no betwixt and between." 


Mr. Damrosch heartily praises the 


musical performance, though he criti- 
cises the "weakness of the chorus. Fi- 
nally, he cannot see why "Parsifal" 
should not be given frankly as an opera 
at ordinary hours, without all this 
flummery and affectation of long inter- 
missions and trumpet calls. These, he 
says, "are but externals and cannot re- 
produce the Baireuth spirit These are 
but a mockery of that ideal which Wag- 
ner tried to rear in that faraway little 
country town and which we. who starve 
in great cities, can only long for as 
young Parsifal longed for a sight of the 
Holy Grail in his long wanderings." 


David Belasco. the dramatist says: 
"I saw 'Parsifal' in Baireuth: I saw 


tbe Passion play in Oberainmergau. 
Transplanting is n delicate undertak- 
ing, and 'Parsifal' is almost as difficult 
to transplant as the Passion piny. Uac?. 
association, training—all these have fit- 
ted Mr. Conned for this remarkable 
task. 


needed a peculiar setting! Was It be- 
cause he feared the theme of his drama 
that he first hedged it in at Baireutli? 
Sacrilegious'/ 
No. Audacious? Well, 


yes. And how much more daring out 
in the white light of Broadway! In 
Buimith all things would have been 
possible, even the sermon on the mount 
as an epilogue. There, hedged with 
enemies on every side, like gnats, Wag- 
ner battled for the impossible and in 
spite of the giiats achieved it. 'Parsi- 
fal' is a monument to a daring deed. 
For today there is only one Wagner, al- 
though the many gnats still remain. 


"To infuse the soul of a man-—all the 


delicate shades of his meaning—into a 
work like 'Parsifal' would seem to be 
impossible. As the drama moved along 
I said almost unconsciously to a neigh- 
bor, 
'Wagner is dead.' The best testi-

"While I cannot but think the orig- 


inal scene of 'Parsifal' a more fitting 
place for its scttiug, Mr. Conned 1ms 
far surpassed the Baireuth production. 
His enchanted garden of the sucoui" 
act, with its wonderfully 
charming 


flowers and beautiful coloring, was by 
far the better. 


"In tliis scene Wagner brought a 


storm of criticism about his ears by 
the astonishing size—the exaggerated 
orientalism—of his flowers. lie bud 
his own purpose in mind, to emphasize 
the symbolism of his flower maidens. 
But Mr. Conried's conception was more 
artistic in that it left more to the im- 
agination. It was a pleasing contrast 
to the garden in Baireutb, where many 
of the ladies, artists though they were, 
failed utterly to preserve the illusion 
of youth or the power to tempt. Tlie 
transformation scene was magically 
effected. This second act was the scun- 
ie blemish at Baireuth. 


"The lights, too, were better here; 


costumes, detail, accessories, bettor, 
better, better! Americans have a way 
of praising something that takes place 
at a distance. They may make many 
comparisons, but there can be no ques- 
tion as to the better presentation of the 
drama itself."

Following is a report made by the 


Board of Public Safety, which will be 
presented to the City Council. This re-

"The chief of tbe fir» 
department 


was directed by us to make aft inspec- 
tion and to make a report as to wheth- 
er or not convenient exits from 
the 


same, and other things roauircd by 
the statutes of the state or Ohio are

coniplifid with. 
The recent 


appalling and disastrous fire in the 
city of Chicago, 111. has taught us a 
lesson that the mepns provided for the 
protection of people in theatres 
and 


nil public halls are 
inadequate to 


meet exigencies fiat might arise. 


"The Memorial Auditorium in its 


present condition is more faulty in 
the means it furnishes for the exit of 
persons than the Iroquois theatre, and 
a fire under the same conditions 
would add to the holocaust, for this 
building is not firenroof. 


''The most important matters are 


iu the hands of the management and 
only exlreme vigilance on its part 
will avert disaster, though appliances 
be perfect. The management should 
organize the employes into a f re com- 
pany, each mar. having a certain duty 
to perfotm. In that way things would 
be managed expeditionsly. Stage em- 
ployes should hold a meeting before 
fach play is givn and earh be assign- 
ed to regular duties, so that they inay 
art promptly. 


"This should be rigorously insisted 


upon by the management or the Audi- 
torium, OK we understand that the em- 
ployes are hired for each performance, 
and under such circumstances 
the 


d:mger is greater, for in case of new 
r-mployes, 
knowledge of the 
fire 


equipment would be wanting. "We 
would suggest that one of the regular 
rily firemen *>e placed on the stagp. 


Section 2572 of the Revised Statutes 


requires that theatres shall be pro- 
vided with ample means for the safe 
and spetdy egress of the persons who 
may be there assembled. It is cur 
opinion that such means have not 
Veen provided. 


"The gallery is a trap, escap.e from 


which is almost impossible. There is 
1 ut one fire escape on the north side 
cf the building and'it serves both tJie 
balcony and the gallery. A rush from 
frither place would mean a repitition 
uf the Chicago horror, as people would

"\Vith proper vigilance on the part of 
the theatre management on'!

tees of the Memorial Auditorium were 
very indignant over the publication of 
ibis report in a morning paper, and 
felt that it 
was exceeding discour- 


teous to them as well as unjust that a 
report, which in its nature was a crit- 
icism of them officially, 
should 
be 


made public without first consulting 
with them as to its ccntents, or, the 
teps taken to carry out any provi- 
sions anticipated in the recommenda- 
tions in the report. 


This report is to the city council, 


and that body has not yet se^n it. It 
is not a true recital of conditions at 
the Auditorium, as they exist, but as- 
fcumes to recommend certain action or. 
lae part of the council to compel a 
compliance with the statutes, which 
in many cases cited in the report, has 
already been done by the trustees. 


One of the trustees was seen Tues- 


day morning and he told the Advocate 
in plain terms what his opinion was 
of the report and its publication by 
the Board of Public Safety. 


He then took up the report by para- 


graph and made the following com- 
ments: 


"As a matter of iact the employes on 


the stage are experienced men, ancl 
have proved beyond a doubt by actual 
trial that they are capable to success- 
fully cope with a fire behind the cur- 
tain, at least as much so as it is wit'u- 
in the power of men to do so. As to 
the suggestion that a city fireman be 
on the stage, this ha'd always been the 
case until one of them came there one 
night drunk, and was ordered off the 
stage by Stage Manager Lippincott. 
After this WP gave orders not to al- 
low them back there. 


"As to the recommendations for a 


change in the construction 
of 
the 


building we do no't'say a -nord, and 
most of them we accept without com- 
ment. The suggestion, carried in one 
paragraph, however, that the doors to 
the fire escapes should open outward, 
i his is already true of all the doors 
in the building used for exits.
